Former Body Shop CEO Roddick wants to reacquaint us 
with the much-maligned virtue of kindness 


statement on their Web site that 
says they support George Bush and 
the war on terrorism. I said to 
them, “Who the fuck was talking 
about terrorism.” I’m more of an 
American-phile than you are 
because I care so much about the 
loss of some of the things that are 
So great about this country. Of 
course, there was a backlash 
against what they did. So they got 
all confused. 


When it comes to political debate, 
even the Left relies more on the 
rhetoric of pragmatism—talking 
about costs and consequences 
rather than compassion 
or justice. How 
do you feel 
about that? 
That's right 
The moral rea- 
son to not do 
things is never 
debated now. 
It's never that 
this is the right 
or wrong thing 
to do. Or the kind 
thing to do. But 
(this type of 
rhetoric) doesn’t 
allow reflection. 
Thomas Berry said 
that the eighth 
deadly sin is 
speed. When they 
boycotted the 
goods going into 
South Africa, it 
took decades for 
that government to 
change. But these 
days we've got to 
have instant 
response and instant 
results. 


In that case, what are 
the prospects of rev- 
olutionary change if 
we keep talking in 
terms of self-interest? 

I know I'm pathologically opti- 
mistic, but I do believe we are liv- 
ing in remarkable times. Eve 
country around the world there's 
an insurgence against much of 
what we've been taught. What 
We're seeing now is an amazing 
rebirth of grassroots community, 
including community economic 
initiatives. There is a plethora of 
these social experiments. And I 
think this is what to me is the most 
exciting. 


But in the United States, there is a 
sense of losing ground among 
progressives in this post-9/11 era. 
I can only say, the United States 
isn’t the world. Look at the bur- 
geoning grassroots cooperative 
movement of women in India or 
Africa. There are these extraordi- 
actions wherever you go. This 
is the biggest explosion of social 
solidarity in—not our times—but

So you believe kindness is alive 
and well and growing. 

You can interpret kindness here as 
cooperation and sharing. The 
Zapatistas call it the “rebirth of 
democracy.”

Beyond the 
radar of the media and the political 
upper classes, something is mass- 
ing. You can call it community 
organizing or call it kindness, but 
it’s bigger than any of us realize. To 
me, it looks like the beginning of a 
genuine global revolution of which 
kindness is a characteristic. 


When you look back at all that 
you've done, where do you think 
you're headed? 

Women when they get older, get 
more radical. I’ve got a quote in my

LIKE A GOOD NUMBER OF BOTH IN- 
frequent and chronic pot smokers, I 
could really give a personal rip 
about decriminalization.

I guess the way I look at 
things is: Thank God it wasn’t a lot 
worse or that the war didn’t drag 
out for months rather than weeks,” 
he explains. “Twelve years of sanc- 
tions gradually wore out the country 
and the people. There hadn’t been a 
single new school built since the last 
Gulf War despite the fact that the 
population had increased by six or 
seven million. 

The deep-rooted impact of the 
years of conflict and deprivation is 
what War Child is trying to address 
The group is active in repairing 
schools and providing educational 
supplies. It also helps run a pediatric 
hospital in Karbala that provides 
counseling in addition to medical 
care. 

“We had two child psychologists 
with us who are probably the lead- 
ing experts in the world on the psy- 
chological impact of war on chil- 
dren. And we did a survey of about 
200 children in Baghdad and Basra 
in the South. We found in that sur- 
vey [that] 40 per cent of kids that we 
interviewed didn’t even think that 
life was worth living. If you can 
believe that—and that was in 
January, even before this war,” he 
notes empathetically. 

To move forward with their pro- 
jects, War Child needs money, and 
that’s where the benefit CD comes 
in.

Everything The Matrix 
was, Reloaded is more. 

But that promise is a devil's bar- 
gain, because when you're watching 
the movie in the theatre you have to 
take it all, cool and uncool. All that 
head-popping stuff you go to again 
and again on the DVD to see? There. 
All the humorless proclaiming and 
Oracle-consulting and prophecy- 
quoting you skip over again and 
again in the DVD? Also there, in 
huge chunks. It’s all Matrix, baby, 
lap it up. 

So, the basic question: does 
Reloaded deliver the mind-bending 
fight and chase sequences promised 
by the trailers? Yes. Totally. The 
Matrix style is in full powerhouse 
effect. Things happen very quickly, 
and then suddenly slow down, and 

then speed up again. Cameras 
rotate. Ass flies through the air. Even 
though some of the cherry moments 
have been spoiled by trailers, there is 
eye-popment galore. The action in 
Reloaded starts at the level of super- 
kung-fu and climbs up the power 
scale to actual superheroics, with 
away-blowing results throughout. 
As promised, Neo battles a multi-ply 
multiplied Agent Smith, and the 
freeway chase explodes with all the 
time-slowed kaboom and holy-shit 
sword action anybody could hope 


for. 

That's life in the Matrix; pretty 
exciting. But then, the Matrix is only 
half of the Matrix universe; there’s 
also the “real world” which is anoth- 
er thing entirely.

rs as Agustin Rejas, a police cap- 


tain in an unnamed Latin American 
country. Rejasis trained as a lawyer, 
but his close proximity to high-level 
political corruption sent him looking 
for a career in which he could pur- 
sue actual justice, as opposed to the 
politically expedient kind. 

On the eve of a president-elect’s 
inauguration, however, there are 
rumblings of revolution. Dead dogs 
hanging from lampposts with revo- 
lutionary slogans slung around their 
necks and sticks of dynamite stuffed 
in their throats portend a popular 
uprising and soon political figures in 
smaller towns are targets of assassi- 
nation, the perpetrators proclaiming 
the ascendancy of “Presidente 
Ezequiel.” 

Rejas is put on the case of tracking 
down the shadowy Ezequiel, a quest 
made more urgent by the knowl- 
edge that the new government 
intends to invoke martial law now 
that the threat of revolution has 
spread to the capital. Along the way 


Rejas is increasingly mted with 
the possibility that he’s not working 
for the good guys at all 

It sounds like pretty standard 
thriller fare, but Malkovich, working 
from Nicholas Shakespeare's screen- 
play of his own novel, imbues his 
movie with both suspense and real- 
world gravity. Rejas knows the gov- 
ernment is corrupt and capable ¢ 
acts every bit as heinou the revo- 
lutionaries. And he understands 
why the notion of revolution is so 
popular; right next door to abun- 
dance and wealth, the poor live in 
horrible squalor, deprived of basic 
necessities, victimized by foreign 
interests and institutionalized greed. 

The figure of Rejas is perfect for 
conveying the torment of the situa- 
tion. Himself a victim of government 
policy—his family’s rural coffee 
plantation was confiscated by the 
government, precipitating his 
father’s early death—he’s torn 
between the middle-class comforts 

ght by his image-conscious, 
Americanized wife (Alexandra 
Lencastre) and the soulfulness he 
sees embodied in his daughter’s 
politically engaged dance teacher 
(Laura Morante). Bardem is note- 
perfect conveying the doubts and 
fears that lurk behind Rejas’ appar- 
ent composure. 

Malkovich boldly renders his 
story at a stately pace, punctuated 
with explosive, terrifying violence— 
it’s the prospect of violence at any 
second that makes the film so grip- 
ping. The romantic subplot is some- 
what underdev eloped, but at least 
it’s not sentimental horseshit. And 
the final moments, set to the sound 
of Nina Simone performing Who 
Knows Where the Time Goes?, heart- 
breakingly encapsulate Rejas’ dilem- 
ma without a word of dialogue. 

It's a memorable ending to a 
memorable film and hopefully a hint 
of the thoughtful filmmaking we can 
expect from John Malkovich's sec- 
ond cinematic career.

Romantic comedy cops a feel 
but skips the love and snappy repartee

its cinematic intentions right after 
the Fox logo fades and a softly paint- 
ed '50s-style title page tells us this 
film is presented in Cinemascope 
(that is, widescreen). In that instant 
we are supposed to be transported 
back to the era of clever, well-written 
romantic comedies: the Billy Wilder 
movies, the Cary Grant and 
Katharine Hepburn films, We antici- 
pate a crisp, jaunty bit of romantic 
business with the witty style and 
gotcha delivery of a movie like The 
Apartment—but in colour. 

What we get is, well, probably 
what you'd expect—well-inten- 


tioned, earnest mimicry of the style 
of those films without any real injec- 
tion of what made them so good. 
The result is a movie that feels like a 
classic romantic comedy, except, you 
don’t actually feel anything. 

The movie's set in 1962 New 
York. Barbara Novak (Renee 
Zellweger) is set to attend the launch 
of her new book, Down With Love, a 
feminist manifesto in which she 
argues women don’t need love, just 
sex. She's also scheduled for an 
interview with slick 
womanizer / reporter Catcher Block 
(Ewan MacGregor}—until he blows 
her off. 

When the book becomes a huge 
success and Novak slams him on 
TV, Block changes his mind. He 
decides to play someone else, make 
her fall in love with him and cleverly 
write an exposé about the whole 


That's the plot, as though it mai. 
tered. Down With Love isn’t really 
about story, it’s about style and pa 
ing. It's Ewan’s hearty grin and 
Renee’s pout, Ewan’s martini apart 
ment and Renee’s checkered coat 
And that's the problem. Down 
Love is aimed at fans of classic 
romantic comedies. But those film 
were written by masters of dialog, 
who knew the sharp push and puij 
of good comic-dramatic-romantic 
dialogue. A breezy style is just th 
surface aspect of writing so shar; 
that major plot and character poi: 
can spin on six words of dialogu: 

In Down With Love, there is nor 
of that; everything is jaunty anc 
energetic, but it’s rendered so arti 
cially, the effect is drained. And 
most damaging, there's no real 
romantic spark. In any romance 
there has to be that moment whey 
one character is surprised to discoy- 
er that he or she loves the other on, 
Here, as far as I can tell, that momen; 
never happens. It’s all just grins an 
snappy shoes and skipping steps 
and rat-a-tat-tat dialogue, night up to 
the end. 

It’s not Ewan MacGregor’s faut 
he can do this stuff. Hell, he-was 
amazing as a romantic lead in 
Moulin Rouge, a hyper-artificial 
movie that nonetheless blazes w ith 
feeling. And fans of his should bx 
happy; he appears several times 
shirtless, and he’s always got his 
grin at full wattage. Renee 
Zellweger, on the other hand... not 
so good. She was wonderful and 
winning in Jerry MacGuire as the 
supposedly frumpy girl who tums 
out to be beautiful. But when she 
plays the girl who's supposed to be 
beautiful, as in Chicago or Down With 
Love, somehow her cute little pouts 
seem to backfire. It’s tough to careif 
she finds love or even if she gets 
manipulated into it. 

Down With Love isn’t terrible: itsa 
simple candy in shiny packaging 
Though it’s not smart or clever, it 
has its flashes of charm. God knows 
the look and design is terrific; ever): 
thing about it beams with ‘50s 
becoming-the~’60s style. But is it 
worth seeing when Matrix Reloaiai 
is already playing in theatres as yo! 
read this? I seriously doubt it

The script changed 
one night three years later, when her 
husband went out to the Drake and 
wound up in Toronto, never to come 
back. Hunter fast-forwards 13 years. 
Now 16, Carol Ann has spent the 
past three summers in Toronto with 
her dad and has returned to Rose 
Coulee long enough to pack her 
things and split. 

Well. A husband leaving you is 
one thing, but having him take your 
daughter is quite another. Any par- 
ent would be frantic, but Joanie goes 
right off the deep end, testing not 
only her relationship with her 
daughter, but also with friends, and 
her own place in the community. 

Hunter's beautifully written script 
plays with abandonment, picking it 
up, poking it and eyeing it from 
every angle. But it isn’t clinical. 
Hunter hangs flesh on these bones, 
creating characters that matter and a 
story you'll care about 

Under Martinuk’s direction, the 
community-theatre cast, with vary: 
ing degrees of experience, stage solid 
performances. Vance Hehir is a 
strong actor: as Joanie, she is believ- 
able as a woman whose journey 
takes her from concerned mom to 
town slut and back again—no mat- 
ter how improbable that sounds 

Ashley Radomski, an actor who 
appears to be 16-years-old playing a 
16-year-old, brings refreshing youth- 
ful exuberance to the role. Jim 
Zalick’s turn as Dunc Carr, a bache- 
lor cowboy and Joanie’s on-again, 
off-again boyfriend, fits the part like 
a comfortable old boot. Every ges- 
ture, every grimace, every swagger- 
ing cowboy moment is a delight to 
behold. And if clothes make the 
man, costume designer Geri Dittrich 
deserves half the credit for the per- 
formance of Joanie’s ex, Boone 
(Grant Dryden), a city mouse 
through and through. :

SIANSPHERIC’S SEAN RAMSAY CAR- 
ries on a conversation in the same 
way he writes music. Ideas are slow- 
ly tumed over and puzzled with, 
and the topic at hand may uninten- 
tionally meander off on tangents far 
away from the original point, 
wrapped in unusual phrases and 
reflections. 

This kind of unhurried wandering 
has characterized the Ontario band’s 
sound since their inception in 1995, a

nestled in subtle layers of noise 

has drawn comparisons to 
Spaceman 3 and My Bloody 
Valentine. Rather than constructing 
strictly structured verse-chorus- 
verse pop songs, Sianspheric finds 
themselves more comfortable with 
the minimalist spirit of pulling one 
idea slowly through changes in 
ambience and dynamic. “It’s a com- 
pletely natural way for us to write 
music,” says Ramsay. “I’m no Chad 
Kroeger [Nickelback singer], I don’t 
write my primary, secondary, and 
tertiary hooks. We just like the spa- 
ciousness of silence and the dynam- 
ics of silence and noise, and when 
we jam, whatever happens is what 
comes out.” 





While the music may be ethereal, 
Ramsay’s ties to his band are not, 
and the conversation drifts elliptical- 
ly towards the family-like ethic that 
glues the members together. “We 
can’t not play music,” he says, “and 
we've gone through turmoil, but in 
the end, we always seem to avoid 
imploding. If someone has to leave 
then that’s sad, but like losing a fam- 
ily member you just have to carry 
on.” 

Specifically, Ramsay is referring to 
the sudden departure of bassist and 
Sianspheric co-founder Steve 
Petruzzi the day the band was 
scheduled to leave on tour with UK 
act Swervedriver. “In the end, he 
had to choose between two vices— 
either music or drugs,” he explains. 
“And he didn’t choose music.” After 
the staggering setback, things 
seemed to be finished for the band, 
but the return of original guitarist 
Paul Sinclair led to a new spark, and 
a well-received 2001 album as well 
as an upcoming split CD with 
Swervedriver’s Adam Franklin on 
Sonic Unyon. 

“T was furious at the time it all 
happened, but I’m ecstatic with the 
way things are going now,” says 
Ramsay. As for his relationship with 
Petruzzi, the two are back on speak- 
ing terms, despite the rough history. 
“We're not friends, but I don’t want 
to kill him anymore.”

Still Feel Gone is the grab bag album. 
Starting off with Tweedy's openhearted “Gun" 
(still a great song), the album progresses 
nicely from rock (“Lookin’ For A Way Out,” 
which leaves Farrar’s Neil Young influences 
open) to country, to the wistful, ragged 
“Postcard.” A quantum leap in songwriting 
and ambition occurs here. Extras include a 
version of Robyn Hitchcock's “| Wanna 
Destroy You” and an unreleased cut, Farrar’s 
“Sauget Wind.” 

For many diehardfans, March 16-20, 
1992, their last Rockville release, was the 
band’s finest moment. Recorded with 
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R.EM’s Pete Buck, the band interspersed 
traditional covers (“Satan, Your Kingdom 
Must Come Down,” “Atomic Power”) with 
likeminded originals. This is where the band’s 
reputation rests—on these grim, minor key 
songs that edged them further from their 
punk rock roots (punk was busy being reborn 
with another trio, Nirvana) and even further 
from the country mainstream (remember 
Garth Brooks?). What's a band to do? Extras 
include a light, bluegrassy version of the 
Stooges “I Wanna Be Your Dog” and a nice 
acoustic demo of “Grindstone.”

WHEN MOST PEOPLE USE THE PHRASE “FUCK 
the world,” they mean “this place sucks 
When Turbonegro uses the phrase, it’s literal

hedonistic hyperbole that made them ieg- 
ends, covered by scores of bands, including 
The Supersuckers, Nashville Pussy, 
Satyricon, Hot Water Music, Queens of the 
Stone Age, even The Real McKenzies. 

The Norwegian group's celebrated balls- 
thru-the-the-wall attitude satirizes everything 
from high-flying ’80s glam rock to the subter- 
ranean metal of their countrymen. Their 
sense of humour is so decadent that they've 
appropriated the looks of King Diamond, 
Poison, The Village People, and every caped, 













crossbow-carrying, German shepherd-loving 
Scandinavian black metal band ever to skulk 
the Fjords. Insane? You bet. Following releas- 
es like Ass Cobras and Apocalypse Dudes 
(dubbed, “possibly the most important 
European record ever” by Jello Biafra), they 
broke up in the late ’90s when the singer suf- 
fered a “heroin and schizophrenia-induced 





breakdown.” But an electric Frankenstein 
doesn't short-circuit that easily, so after dust- 
ing off the denim for last year's reunion tour it 
was back to the studio. Their comeback disc 
drives just as hard as past albums, and has 
even more swagger. Whether it’s the ‘70s 
licks on “Wipe It ‘Til It Bleeds,” the vamped 
up Ramones punk on “Turbonegro Must Be 
Destroyed,” or the pop-garage hooks of 
“Drenched In Blood (D.1.B.),” Scandinavian 
Leathers relentless fist-pumping fun.

DESPITE DAMON ALBARN'S TRUE STANDING 
as one of the greatest British songwriters in 
history, he’s certainly had more than his fair 
share of stupid ideas.

ment of Blur’s decision to part ways with 
founding guitarist Graham Coxon (one of the 
greatest British guitar players in history) 
loomed as a harbinger of disaster so all- 
encompassing that even our I'l blue-eyed 
scallywag wouldn't have a chance of pulling 
himself out intact. (Heck, look what happened 
to one-time arch-nemeses Brett Anderson 
and Suede once Bernard Butler trundled out 
the door.)

Death By Stereo are on the offensive 


DEATH BY STEREO

CARDINAL RULE NUMBER ONE OF 
the music industry: music doesn’t 
sell music. If you want success, you 
find a pretty package, make it look 
new and edgy, and spin the hell out 
of it until the masses swallow it. Of 
course, there will be casualties— 
deep traditions and movements will 
be mined ruthlessly for their mar- 
ketable aspects, and then discarded 
when the credibility vanishes. 

Thankfully there are still bands 

around with enough fire in their bel- 
lies to poke some well-needed holes 
in this cynical paradigm. An 
improbable success story, 
California’s Death By Stereo has 
risen to the upper echelons of mod- 
em punk rock by unlikely means. 
Attacking a viciously sarcastic, fin- 
ger-wagging brand of punk with the 
technical thrash and furious guitar 
solos of a metal band, the quintet 
quickly jumped from the small hard- 
core-label Indecision Records to 
Epitaph, the big leagues of indepen- 
dent music. The move, says guitarist 
Dan Palmer, was a risky venture for 
Epitaph. “We're not the best looking 
band, and we could probably lose a 
few pounds. It seems like a lot of 
popular bands have a lot of hot 
dudes, and they're pretty simple 
musically. We're a lot more com- 
plex, and it probably cuts us off from 
a mainstream audience,” 

Now two albums into their rela- 
tionship with Epitaph and the huge 
exposure attached to it, Death By 
Stereo shows signs of growth, but no 
indication that they plan on ceasing 
their confrontational and frequently 
offensive behaviour. How offensive? 
Just ask those present at a large 
Earth Day celebration last year at 
which the band was asked to play. 
“We have these songs called ‘Hippie 
Holocaust’ and ‘Emo Holocaust,” 
explains Palmer, referring to a blis-

tering pair of identical speed-metal 
rants distinguishable only by the 
two respective lifestyles targeted. 
“We played ‘Hippie Holocaust’ 
probably six times that day,” says 
Palmer, “It was the perfect day, 
everyone was wearing Birkenstocks 
and prancing about. They were real- 
ly pissed off; they just didn’t get it.” 
Given the cringe-inducing quali- 
ties of the word “holocaust,” and the 
repeated provocation of the assem- 
bled peaceniks, it’s an understand- 
able reaction, but relying on anger to 
make a point has been a staple of 
punk and other reactionary move- 
ments, and Palmer defends their 
Earth Day conduct on this basis. 
While not on a par with the sophisti- 
cated protest rock of pioneers like 
The Clash, Death By Stereo views 
their ham-fisted prodding as a mis- 
chievous evolution of the same spirit.

IT’S BECOME A TIRED CLICHE: ACT- 
ors want to be rock stars, rock stars 
want to be models, models want to 
be actors, and vice versa in all devia 
tions ad nauseum.

WAJJO AFRICAN DRUMMERS 

In most regions of Africa, death is 
not considered an occasion for grief 
but rather celebration. As the soul 
returns “home,” its passage is 
announced to neighbouring villages 
by the rhythmic beating of drums. In 
that tradition, the Wajjo African 
Drummers are marking the death 
and commemorating the life of their 
Jate founder and artistic director with 
their new show, “West African 
Crossings: A Musical Celebration of 
the Life & Legacy of Dr. Arthur 
Bollo-Kamara.” 

Born in Sierra Leone, Bollo- 
Kamara was first entranced by vari- 
ous styles of drumming as a boy, in 
the capital city of Freetown. After 
coming to Canada in 1975 and turn- 
ing the idea over and over in his 
head, he founded Waijo in 1990. The 
idea might have began as a way to 
introduce traditional African music 





sound: “It sounds so great, to listen 
to that combination [of bagpipes and 
drums]. You cannot just stand and 
listen to those instruments, It calls 
you to move. And I’ve noticed that 
everywhere we go to play, you see 
people will stand up and do some- 
thing. You'll see people moving in 
their chairs to the rhythm. And it’s 
just marvellous to hear. 

“| think that’s why Arthur was 
trying to bring it to the community— 
[so] people can understand how we 
can all live together, no matter who 
you are or no matter what religion 
you are practising, we have to go 
above all that. You hear the harmony 
between the bagpipe and the African 
drum; it’s the harmony, the peace. 
You've got to go above the hatred, 
violence and all that and we can live 
in a better world.” 

In spreading Bollo-Kanara’s mes- 
sage of cultural tolerance and educa- 
tion, the Wajjo drummers will be 
enlisting help from performing part- 
ners the Kekeli Dancers, the Sierra 
Leone Goombey Singers, the a capella 
singing group Echoes of Africa and 
Cuban and Caribbean dancers.

SOMETHING ABOUT MAKING AND 
selling donairs brings out the boast- 
fulness in certain restaurateurs. I 
haven't done a study or anything—I 
leave that to science—but I'd be will- 
ing to bet that the phrase “You've 
tried the rest, now have the best” or 
variants thereof are more frequently 
found on donair stand signs than in 
any other medium. 

World’s Finest Donair (12106 
Jasper Ave., 454-1664) proclaims 
their superiority—their global supe- 
riority—right on their shingle. 
Frequent readers of this column 
know that I’m not one to take such 
boasting lightly. I was instantly com- 
pelled to investigate. 

Donairs have their own vernacu- 
lar based on magnitude: regular, 
super, jumbo and super jumbo for 
their hollow-legged set, and World's 
Finest didn’t expand on that lexicon. 
I ordered a cheese donair ($5.45), a 
good baseline to assess their prod- 
uct. “You like lotsa sauce?” the guy 
behind the counter said with a grin. 
“Don’t drown me,” was my clever 
retort, which got a laugh out of him. 

Presentation left something to be 
desired—not the donair itself, but 
the cracked and stained melamine 
plate on which it came, a gushy gob 
of food stuck to its underside. 
Fortunately, the donair was 
sheathed in tinfoil and a hygenic 
plastic sleeve, so I wasn’t too con- 
cerned. 

And a fine donair it was too, 
though not especially distinctive: a 
healthy bundle of meat, tomatoes, 
lettuce and onions, a generous sup-

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Unfortunately, Marguerite’s husband 
isn’t quite as enthusiastic about her self- 
pleasuring. 

“e's uncomfortable with it, so | tend to 
do it secretly, when I’m alone in the house 
or by cloistering myself in the bathroom,” 
she admits.
